As  you  know,  I  have  tried  to  serve 
as  Chairman  of  the  Radio  Commit¬ 
tee  for  the  past  year  and  have  la¬ 
bored  under  the  strain  of  setting  up 
a  new  program  that  would  develop 
Into  a  permanent  ministry  for  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptists.  Cooperation  from 
the  Committee  and  fellow  Baptists 
has  been  wonderful. 

I  feel  that  there  are  a  few  things 
that  you  should  know  about  the  work 
of  this  Committee  and  the  objectives 
for  the  future.  I  take  this  means  Of 
bringing  the  work  to  your  attention. 

We  are  in  the  midst  of. a  tense  mo¬ 
ment  and  most  of  our  people  are  un¬ 
aware  of  the  dangers  that  are  present¬ 
ing  themselves  in  Oospel  Broadcasting. 
South  America  has  lost  Its  freedom  of 
presenting  God’s  Word  by  radio  be¬ 
cause  of  the  grip  of  Catholicism.  The 
pressure  of  Protestant  Unionism  Is  mak¬ 
ing'  a  bid  for  programs  approved  by  the 
Union  Council  hi  America.  This  would 
eliminate  all  programs  other  than  af¬ 
filiates  of  the  Union  Council. 

This  condition  brings  about  a  struggle 
for  power  and  we  are  faced  with  the 
Possibility  that  the  victor  In  this  battle 
will  determine  the  future  of  Qospet 
Broadcasting.  Only  permanent  programs 
ef  quality  and  following  will  be  able  to 
survive  restrictions  that  will  eliminate 
as  many  local  Oospel  Broadcasts.

HE  GOT  HIS  EYES  OPENED 

Thomas  Krock,  son  of  New  York 
Times  political  columnist  Arthur 
Krock,  has  been  appointed  assistant 
to  the  executive  director  of  Protes¬ 
tants  and  Other  Americans  United 
for  the  Separation  of  Church  and 
8tate. 

Glenn  L.  Archer,  POAU  Executive 
Director,  said  that  Krock  will  spear¬ 
head  a  drive  for  funds  and  directly 
expanded  public  relations  program 
for  the  group. 

Krock  served  during  World  War  II 
as  a  colonel  In  the  Office  of  Strategic 
Services  and  is  director  of  Thomas 
Krock  Associates,  public  relations 
counselors. 

Upon  assuming  the  new  post,  Krock 
made  the  following  statement; 

"The  increasingly  violent  conflict 
between  Church  and  State  in  Euro¬ 
pean  countries  should  be  an  object 
lesson  for  America. 

“Our  constitutional  guarantees  of 
religious  liberty  have  so  far  kept  us 
free  of  the  confusions,  the  Intrigues 
and  the  enmites  which  are  so  com¬ 
monplace  In  foreign  lands  where 
churchmen  and  statesmen  attempt  to 
share  power  at  the  same  time  they 
are  jockeying  for  position  and  pre¬ 
paring  for  an  ultimate  struggle  for 
supremacy. 

“During  my  residences  abroad,  I 
have  observed  the  bitter  fruits  of 
Church-State  union  at  first  hand.  I 
am  determined  to  do  all  that  I  can 
to  prevent  such  a  tragedy  over  here.” 


the  problem  of  laying  a  groundwork  for 
these  future  tests  and  at  the  same  time 
make  every  dollar  count  the  maximum 
for  Mississippi  Baptists.  Our  Interest  has 
been  the  Lord’s  Program  In  this  state 
and  our  objective  is  to  do  His  will. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  we 
feel  that  we  are  qualified  from  a  profes¬ 
sional  point  of  view  to  express  some 
opinion  since  we  are  qtfalified  in  the 
technical  field  of  radio.  We  have  studied 
radio  as  a  profession  and  give  our  views 
in  consideration  of  this  technical  knowl¬ 
edge  as  well  as  our  devotion  to  the 
cause  of  the  Lord  and  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists. 

Personally,  we  cannot  see  the  wisdom 
in  launching  into  an  extensive  and  ex¬ 
pensive  FM  station  ownership  program 
at  the  present  time.  The  cost  Is  tre¬ 
mendous  and  the  field  of  opportunity  Is 
very  limited  until  some  stable  policies 
are  inaugurated. 

First,  there  is  fact  of  the  limited 
number  of  PM  receiving  sets.  Second, 
there  is  a  clash  as  to  progress  of  tele¬ 
vision  and  this  will  present  a  decided 
weight  in  FM  progress.  Third,  Mississip¬ 
pi  Baptists  will  find  many  professional 
kinks  in  the  operaton  of  these  stations. 
Thus,  we  are  of  the  firm  opinion  that 
Mississippi  Baptists  must  centralise  on 
an  evangelistic  hour,  to  the  extent  of 
making  K  a  success,  as  a  test  of  thetr 
determination  to  back  radio  promotion. 
If  Mississippi  Baptists  cannot  solidly

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  —  (BP)  —  Mors 
than  half  of  the  13,399  open  country 
churches  In  the  Southern  BaptUd 
Convention  spend  less  than  $1000  oa 
all  of  their  local  work,  including  the 
pastor’s  salary,  according  to  a  repork 
released  this  week  by  Porter  Routh, 
secretary  of  the  Department  of  Sur¬ 
vey,  Statistics,  and  Information  of  the 
Baptist  Sunday  School  Board. 

“The  size  of  the  local  budget  can 
never  measure  the  work  of  the 
church,”  Routh  said,  “but  a  study  of 
this  kind  does  point  up  some  of  the 
problems  faced  by  some  rural  church¬ 
es  In  maintaining  a  full-time  min-  | 
istry,  and  demonstrates  the  need  for 
an  aggressive  state  mission  pogram 
to  serve  these  churches." 

Of  the  13.399  churches  located  in 
the  open  country,  only  754  or  5.6  per 
cent  have  a  local  budget  of  njore 
than  $5000.  The  report  shows  that 
544  open  country  churches  have  a 
budget  of  less  than  $100;  838  are  In 
the  $100-$199  range;  916  In  the  $200- 
$299  range;  988  in  the  $300-$399 
range;  and  886  In  the  $400- $499  range. 

A  total  of  7422  have  a  local  budget 
of  less  than  $1000. 

Only  one  open  country  church  In 
the  8outhem  Baptist  Convention  had 
a  local  budget  as  high  as  $30,000.

THE  B.  B.  CRIMM  REVIVAL

Some  25  pastors.  Including  Metho¬ 
dist,  Nazarene  and  Baptist,  (19  Bap¬ 
tists)  of  Pike  County  and  McComb 
joined  together  and  sponsored  a  cru¬ 
sade  against  sin — for  seven  weeks.  The 
Evangelist  was  B.  B.  Crlmm  of  Mar¬ 
shal,  ^exas,  the  singer  "Bob”  Cooper 
of  Aberdeen;  the  pianist,  Merl  Daley 
of  Tampa,  Fla. 

Mr.  Crlmm  exposed  sin  with  passion 
and  power. 

One  thing  about  this  meeting— the 
people  were  not  indifferent.  The  In¬ 
strumentalist.  Daley,  thrilled  us  with 
his  masterful  handling  of  the  piano. 
Bob  Cooper  can  get  a  crowd  of  1.200 
closer  to  heaven  with  his  matchless 
ability  as  a  congregational  and  choir 
leader  of  songs  than  any  singer  we 
know. 

The  crowds  came — seven  weeks. 
Several  nights  we  had  over  2,000.  The 
visible  results  were  not  many — as  far 
as  professions  of  faith  and  applica¬ 
tions  for  church  membership  were 
concerned.  But  there  were  hundreds 
who  made  a  fresh  dedication  of  them¬ 
selves  to  do  the  whole  will  of  God. 
There  were  tears  and  shouts,  there 
were  great  heart-searchings  on  the 
part  of  God’s  people.  Many  were  gen¬ 
uinely  saved. 

It  is  time  for  someone  to  preach 
against  sin.  Powder  and  cream  puff 
sermons  will  not  suffice  any  longer. 
This  meeting  has  softened  up  the 
powers  of  Satan  in  Pike  county. 

We  lost  the  election  to  outlaw  the 
sale  of  beer — by  266  votes — largely  be¬ 
cause  of  the  negligence  of  Baptists 
(some  4,000  adult  Baptists  in  the 
county).  There  were  2160  votes  to  out¬ 
law  beer,  and  2426  to  contlnu  the  legal 
sale  of  beer.  Some  have  said  that 
Crimm  and  some  of  the  preachers 
lost  the  election  by  their  ruthless 
preaching  against  sin,  etc.  But 
thoughtful  people  who  know  are  con¬ 
vinced  that  the  Church  members, 
some  Pastors,  the  Editor  of  the  local 
paper,  and  the  beer  Interests,  lost  the 
election  for  righteousness.  There  are 
some  church  members  who  want  to 
actually  repeal  the  law  of  God  on 
intoxicaing  beverages.  But  Od's  hand 
of  wrath  will  be  upon  all  who  repudi¬ 
ate  their  church  covenant  and  the 
holy  commands  set  forth  In  the  Book.

FACT8  OF  INTEREST 

More  than  2,000,000  paid  to  see  ma¬ 
jor  sports  events  on  Labor  Day  as 
305  paid  with  their  lives  in  traffic  ac¬ 
cidents.

Two  weeks  after  the  purchase  of 
liquor  became  legal  in  Kansas,  Wichi¬ 
ta  police  found  that  the  record  of 
arrests  for  drunkenness  had  increased 
70  per  cent  during  daylight  hours  and 


30  to  40  per  cent  after  dark.— The 
Survey  Bulletin.

THE  PSALMS  WE  SING.  23;  42;  46; 

121;  1<8. 

1.  The  Dearest  Psalm.  23. 

Oi  course!  Its  words  have  cheered 
more  sad  hearts,  given  expression  to 
more  Joy  in  the  Lord,  pointed  more 
weary  wanderers  to  the  portals  of  the 
heavenly  sheepfold'  and  lighted  more 
tired  ones  through  the  valley  of  the 
shadow  of  death  than  any  other  song 
ever  said  or  sung  In  all  the  books  of 
the  world.  Look  to  see  in  it: 

1.  A  tender  relationship.  The  relation¬ 
ship  of  sheep  to  shepherd  and  shepherd 
to  sheep.  "Jehovah  Is  my  shepherd.” 
This  name  means  the  Living  One,  the 
self -existent  Being;  I  AM  THAT  I  AM, 
He  who  was  and  Is  and  is  to  come,  the 
Almighty,  who  inhabiteth  eternity,  Who 
hath  life  in  Himself.  All  other  life  of 
every  form  and  degree  Is  derived.  My 
shepherd  is  the  source  of  air  the  streams 
of  life  that  trickle  and  babble  and  sing 
and  ripple  anywhere  and  everywhere  in 
the  world. 

All  others  of  every  degree  and  tribe 
and  race  and  tongue  and  nation,  wax  old 
and  grow  faint  and  change,  but  my 
Shepherd  eontlnueth  ever  the  same.  The 
shepherd  cares  foe  his  sheep  with  a 
care  which  takes  little  account  of  the 
shepherd’s  safety.  The  Good  Shepherd 
lays  down  his  life  for  the  sheep.  That 
was  true  in  the  ease  of  David  the  shep¬ 
herd  lad;  that  was  true  and  is  in  the 
rase  of  Him  Who  railed  Himself  the 
flood  Shepherd.  The  silly  sheep  have 
intelligence  enough  to  know  this.  The 
sheep  simply  follow  the  shepherd’s  lead¬ 
ership.  they  follow,  they  eat  what  He 
lead*  them  near,  they  drink  the  water 
His  bounty  provides,  they  sleep  in  what 
fold  he  beds  them  and  they  literally  live 
in  the  safety  of  his  presence. 

-.2.  A  Bountiful  Provision.  I  have  said 
that  already.  Let  me  go  on  to  say  that 
the  provision  the  shepherd  provides  Is 
sufficient  unto  the  needs  of  the  sheep.

know  that  the  wants  of  men  are  infin¬ 
ite,  sometimes;  but  I  know  that  the 
bounty  o/  the  Lord  Is  equal  to  the  need, 

the  NEED,  of  every  heart  that  trusts

3.  A  Soul-Thrilling  Outlook.  Do  you 
ever  worry  over  the  future?  Do  you  ask 
yourself,  "What  is  to  become  of  me  and 
mine?’’  if  another  depression  comes,  as 
come  it  will,  for  a’  that,  how  will  it  be 
with  me  and  mine  then?

V.  The  Home  of  the  Righteous 
Psalm  99 

*‘A  Prayer  of  Moses  the  Man  of  God.” 
How  k  speaks  out  of  the  heart  of  this 
old  hero!  He  had  never  known  the  se¬ 
curity  of  any  other  home.  Born  into  a 
home  in  which  be  had  no  legal  right 
to  live,  reared  in  the  borne  of  a  despot 
who  had  decreed  his  death  at  birth, 
educated  In  a  university  whose  whole 
staff  and  Instruction  was  hostile  to  his 
race,  Moses  was  homeless  in  the  finest 
sense  of  that  word.  When  be  fled  Egypt, 
his  flight  took  him  Into  a  strange  land 
where  be  was  only  a  sojourner  all  the 
days  of  his  service  there;  and  when  he 
was  called. back  into  Egypt  to  lead  the 
chosen  people  out  and  hoped  at  last  to 
find  a  home,  his  people  balked  his  ef¬ 
fort  and  so  that  he  was  forced  to  live 
the  last  of  the  three  periods  of  his  life 
as  a  wanderer  in  the  wilderness  He 
never  bad  a  home  till  God  called  him  to 
Himself.

The  Murphy  Creek  Church,  near 
Louisville,  will  dedicate  its  new  Youth 
Building.  Sunday  afternoon,  Septem¬ 
ber  25  Rev.  James  A.  Fairchild  pas¬ 
tor  of  the  First  Church,  Louisville, 
will  bring  the  Dedication  Message. 

Other  pastors  in  the  county  will  also 
have  parts  in  the  service.  Rev.  Martin 
J.  Gilbert  of  the  Department  of  Evan¬ 
gelism  and  Stewardship,  of  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptist  Convention  Board, 
who  will  be  conducting  a  week-end 
Stewardship  Revival  at  Murphy 
Creek,  will  also  have  a  part  In  the 
Dedication  Service.  Special  music  has 
been  arranged  for  the  service.  Dinner 
is  to  be  served  on  the  grounds. 

Realizing  the  need  of  more  class 
rooms,  the  Brotherhood  planted  13  ac¬ 
res  of  cotton,  the  men  of  the  church 
doing  all  the  work.  The  building  was 
started  after  laying-by  time,  most  of 
the  work  being  done  by  the  men  of 
the  church.  All  the  material  was  haul¬ 
ed  to  the  church  grounds  by  the  men 
In  their  own  trucks.

He  Is  the  author  of  a  book  on 
Baptist  doctrine  which  gained  a  wide 
circulation  before  the  turn  of  the  cen¬ 
tury.  A  copy  of  the  book  was  on  dis¬ 
play  during  the  day. 

The  church  was  chartered  and  es¬ 
tablished  to  the  year  of  1819,  two 
years  after  the  state  was  admitted 
to  the  union  and  the  edifice  built  of 
the  finest  selected  and  hand  dressed 
pine  is  to  a  perfect  state  of  preserva¬ 
tion.  Its  membership  has  produced 
many  leaders  to  the  fields  of  art, 
science,  business,  education,  medicine, 
law,  politics  and  the  ministry  and  a 
score  of  others  who  have  contributed 
their  talents  to  the  building  of  a 
better  community  and  greater  state. 

Mrs.  Clara  Langlno  Waller  who  will 
celebrate  her  100th  birthday  to  Feb¬ 
ruary  and  other  prominent  citizens 
of  that  county  who  are  past  70,  re¬ 
call  when  the  hallowed  grounds  sur¬ 
rounding  the  church  were  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  community  worship  and  social 
activity. 


Gautier  Church  Dedicated 

Dedication  services  for  the  First 
Church,  Gautier,  were  held  on  Sun¬ 
day  afternoon,  September  18.  The 
program  was  to  charge  of  the  pas¬ 
tor,  Rev.  Lester  Reeves.
